Summary of reasons for decision: 

The blu-ray disc contains theatrical and extended versions of a previously classified comedy 
feature starring Johnny Knoxville as an 80-year old man who enacts a series of pranks on 
unsuspecting members of the public. The disc also contains eight behind-the-scenes segments, 
six alternate pranks and three deleted scenes. 

The theatrical version of Bad Grandpa is identical to the previously examined film which was 
classified R16 with the descriptive note, "Offensive language, sexual material, and other content 
that may offend" (OFLC Ref. 1300930, registered 17 October 2013) 

The extended version is approximately 10 minutes longer than the theatrical version. The 
difference in running time is attributed to extended scenes, which do not alter the overall plot or 
dominant effect of the film version. There is nothing in either the extended version or the 
additional components that requires an alteration to the classification or descriptive note given to 
the previously classified film.
